Ir we were to confine our Attention to the inor- 
dinate Deſires of the Senſualiſt, or the proud Aſpir- 
ings of the Ambitious, we ſhould, in this partial View 
of Things, be almoſt induced to think, that the Ele- 
ments themſelves, were but poor and ſcanty, and un- 


capable

capable of furniſhing fit Entertainment for the Table 


of the One, and the vaſt Globe itſelf were too nar- 
row a Theatre of Glory, for the Other. 


Bor, when again we compare the boundleſs De- 
ſires of ſuch, with that corporeal Frame and Figure 
which Nature has given them, then we are convinc'd, 
that it is not Providence, which errs with Regard to 
them, but they with Regard to themſelves, The 
Misfortune is, that this juſt Compariſon can hardly be 
made, even by the Spectator, while the Object of it 
is in Life and Motien, in the Mielt of its giddy Ca- 
reer of Pleaſure and Ambition.——Bat' when that 
frantick Race is over ; when the great Teacher, Death, 
has extended in the Duſt, theſe reſtleſs and repining 
Animals, and ſhews them in their juſt and proper 
Dimenſions, then indeed a Grave, a narrow Grave, is 
found to be all, that the moſt incroaching Avarice muſt 
at laſt poſſeſs, or the moſt - boundleſs Ambition can 
ever attain to; tho', but a little before, the whole 
Earth ſeem d too ſmall a Poſſeſſion for That, and too 
narrow a Boundary to the Power of This. Tis 
Death, ſays the ſublime Roman Satiriſt, tis Death 
alone, that confeſſes, (or makes Man confeſs) the Dimi- 
nutiveneſs of his Body; or, (in the ſublimer Lan- 
guage of Scripture) proves beyond all Contradiction 
and Evaſion, That Pride was not made for Men.

Bur, as Man's State of Trial is confin'd to this 
Life only, and as his Uſe or Abuſe of earthly Enjoy- 
ments here, muſt determine his Reward, or Puniſh- 
ment hereafter, his juſt and merciful Judge has not 
left it to Death alone, to convince him of ſo fatal an 
Error. That Judge, ever moſt merciful when ſeem- 
ingly moſt ſevere, has, for the timely Inſtruction of his 
moral Creatures,. provided Another, and (if duly liſtned 
to) a ſufficient Teacher, to explain the Vanity and Folly 


of ſuch inordinate Appetites and Paſſions.— This 


Teacher is Sickneſs.—By whom, when others, more 
gentle, are not liſten'd to, he often ſpeaks home to 


the Conſciences of mighty and impenitent Sinners; 


pierces thro” Crouds of Flatterers, and detects to the 
Sinner, the moſt ſubtile of all Flatterers, the Sinner 
himſelf; ſhews to the miſtaken Worthipper of Power, 
Pleaſure, or Wealth, in what vain and helplefs Idols he 
puts his Truſt : By Sickneſs and Pain, rouſes him from 
his Lethargy of Sin ; ſhakes the Pillars of Health, on 
whoſe Baſis alone ſtands this Temple of the Body, 
converted from the Uſe of its Almighty Donor, and 
polluted by foul Idols ; threatning, if nothing elſe can 
raiſe his Thoughts to Heaven, to bury the Idolator in 
his beloved Earth. 


Axp yet alas! how frequently does Experience 
thew us, that all This is not ſufficient to waken Sin- 
ners to Repentance and Reformation! How often do 
the Voluptuous, the Proud, the Avaricious the Hard-

hearted, and Uncharitable, defeat the gracious Ends, 


-which Providence propofes by this kind "Viſitation of 
Sickneſs ? 


For to all of us (how vainly confident ſoever we may 
be of our preſent Health, and how forgetful ſoever of 
the frail Condition of our common Mortality) to all 
of us, I ſay, who have ever been thus viſited, the 
conſtant Language of Providence is the fame with that 


of my Text, Sin no more, leſt a worſe Thing came 


unto thee, 


To thoſe indeed, to whom the Blefling of re- 
{tor'd Health is new and freſh, this may ſeem perhaps 
almoſt a needleſs Caution. Yet theſe Words are ff poken 
by our Saviour himſelf, by Him, who made Man, 
and therefore knew what was in him; and were 
thought neceſſary to be ſpoken by Him, to One, 
whom he had juſt cur'd of a Diſeaſe, under which 
he had ſuffer'd thirty and eight Years ! For 
tho' he afterwards found him in the Temple, return- 
ing Thanks to God for his Mercy, (with which pi- 
ous Deſign, I hope, many of us here are now aſ- 
ſembled) yet he thought fit not to diſmiſs him with- 
out this Caution, Sin no more, leſt a worſe Thing come 
unto thee. 


Is Conformity to the Senſe of my Text, and 
in Order to raiſe in our Minds, Sentiments of Piety, 
Penitence, 
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Penitence, and Charity, ſuitable to the preſent Oc- 
caſion, I will endeavour to ſhew, what Influence the 
Viſitation of Sickneſs ought to have upon the Con- 
duct of our Lives for the future; and that, 


FIRST, with Regard to God, 
Nxxr, with Regard to Ourſelves, 


AnD, LASTLY, with Regard. to our Fellow-Crea- 
tures; but more eſpecially, (as this Occaſion more pur- 


ticularly requires) our indigent and fick Brethren. 


FIRST then, with Regard to God, our Creator, 
and Preſerver! the Viſitation of Sickneſs, and Reſto- 
ration to Health, ought to leave in our Minds, both 


an awful Senſe of his Power, and-a grateful Remem 
brance of his Goodneſs. 


Wr ſhould think it a Thing incredible, if we were 
told of ſome other Species of intelligent Beings, in 
ſome other World, that they were ungrateful to a 
moſt gracious Protector and Preſerver, becauſe his Fa- 
vours to them never ſuffer'd any Interruption or Di- 
minution.— We ſhould, I fay, be amaz'd to a Degree 
of Incredulity at the Report of ſuch Ingratitude in 
rational Agents, if, upon ſurveying ourſelves, we had 
not too much Reaſon to know, that We are apt to 


gro-

grow regardleſs and forgetful of the moſt important 
Bleſſings, that daily ſurround us, for this very Reaſon, 
becauſe they do daily ſurround us. 


Tus is not ſo ſhamefully true of any outward: 
Bleſſing we pofleſs, as of That, which is moſt im- 
mediately and intimately preſent to us, and upon the 
Continuance of which, ous Reliſh of every other 
Bleſſing does depend; I mean that of Health.— Tho' 
this little Fabrick of Ours, the Body, be mot fear- 
fully and wonderfully made; and made, by that So- 
vereign Architect, who, according to His uncontrol- 
able Will ſetteth up One and pulleth down another; 
tho' in his Book all its Members were Written, while 
as yet there were none of them; yet,. if. it do but 
enjoy, for a few Years, a ſuperior State of Peace; 
Beauty, Strength, Spirits, and Vigor, then, inſtead of 
being, as we ought, more devoutly and humbly thank- 
ful to the Giver and Supporter of it, we are apt to 
ſwell with Pride, Arrogance, and Self-Conceit ; as if 
this boaſted Structure had been at firſt. rais'd. and. a- 
dorn'd, and were {ſtill ſupported by our own Skill and 
Power ! And yet how wild, how frantick. is ſuch 


Confidence! For daily Experience might convince us, 
that, notwithſtanding the greateſt human Skill and 
Care, nay often by the miſtaken Means of that very 
Care, its higheſt Health, Strength,. and. Glory, are lia- 
ble, in a Day, an Hour, or a Moment, to be blown. 
down by the ſmalleſt Breath of Heaven; and it is 

well 
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well, if our impious Confidence be alſo humbled and 
brought low. 


LET us not then, after ſuch a Viſitation, again ne- 
ceſſitate the Divine Providence, to exerciſe its Power 
upon us, that it may make us ſenſible of its Good- 
neſs. —Neceſlitate, I ſay; for tho' Sickneſs and the 
Infliction of Pain be the Work of God, yet it is one 
of thoſe which the Prophet calls, Ifaiah c. 28, v. 21. 
His Strange Work, and ſuch as he never exerciſes, 
but as a neceſſary Mean to ſome gracious End, when 
other more gracious Means have fail'd, to make us 
ſenſible of our Subjection to him, and our Dependence 
upon him. That is, when we ourſelves have, by 
our Pride, Arrogance, Envy, Ambition, and Avarice, 
or, (which is moſt frequently the Caſe) by our wan- 
ton and intemperate Abuſe of the Good which he 
beſtows, converted it into an Evil. Which brings 
me, in the next Place, to offer to your Conſideration, 


Wrar Influence the Viſitation of Sickneſs ought to 


have upon our future Conduct with Regard to Our- 


ſelves. 


Ix civil Society, (which very Term implies an equi- 


table Participation of Goods) there is ſcarce any Cha- 


racter of Vice more deteſtable, than that of the ſel- 
fiſh Voluptuary; whoſe God is his Belly, to the 
Gra- 
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Gratification of which, he facrifices every Creature up- 
on Earth, without once remembring its heavenly Crea- 
tor. Yet deteſtable as this Monſter is, he never re- 
ceives the conſummate Turpitude of his Character, till 
grown impenitent and incorrigible after the Viſitation 
of Sickneſs, Till then, there is ſtill ſome Excuſe to 
be made for the giddy Thoughtfulneſs of redundant 
Health, and unexperienc'd Youth ; which are too ſel- 
dom at Leiſure to reflect, that the Chambers of Wan- 
tonneſs and Luxury lead down to Death or Diſeaſe. 
The poor unthinking Votary of Pleaſure, who then 
ſees but the gay inviting Front of her inchanted Palace, 
ſuſpects not the Charnel or Lazar-Houſe, which, tho 
hid behind it, conſtantly adjoins unto it. 


BuT when Sickneſs has once diſpell'd the Deluſion, 
when he has once taſted the Bitterneſs of ſuch Sweets, 
and has known, that by the ſmalleſt Diſorder of any 
lingle Spring in this curious Engine of his Happineſs, 
the Body, not only his Pleaſure, but his very Eafe 
and Quiet are ſuſpended, and perhaps for ever ruin'd 
and deſtroy'd; when his former Tranſports of riotous 
Toy, have once appear'd to him, (what they in Re- 
ality always were) a turbulent Dream, or wild Inebri- 
ation ; He, I fay, who has experienc'd all this, and 
yet, with returning Health, returns to his former Riot 


and Intemperance, is the loweſt Diſgrace of Rational and 
— Nature. 
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Ueon his Relapſe into Senſuality, he curiouſly. ſo- 
licits new Appetites, and endeavours to create irrational 
Deſires, He daily drags about, from his guilty Ta- 
ble to his reſtleſs, and often half-repentant Couch, a 
pamper'd, yet a craving, and repining Body, mortify'd 
with Luxury, and tortur'd with Eaſe, while he views 
the ſavory Reliſh of the laborious Poor with Envy ! 


IMMERSED thus in the ſenſual Pleaſures of this 
World, how abſolutely incapable muſt he render him- 
ſelf of thoſe ſpiritual Enjoyments, which we all hope 
for in that which is to come? Self. convicted, and 
ſelf- condemn'd by an unavailing Experience, and a 
murmuring Conſcience, unable indeed to reform, but 
ſufficient to puniſh him, ſhould he ever dare to look 
forward into Futurity, or flatter himſelf that Di- 
vine Juſtice could miſplace him in Heaven, might he 
not find it a difficult Queſtion to determine, whether 
the pure Joys of thoſe ſpiritual Manſions, or the juſt 
Torments of Hell, would render him moſt miſerable ? 


Bur charitably leaving his Condition, both in this _ 
the next World, to the Divine Grace and Mercy, w 
may I fear, without any Breach of Charity, be Prob 
ed to ſuppoſe, that if he is proof againſt the ſevere 


Leſſons of his own repeated Experience of the Miſery 


of Vice, he will alſo be deaf to any other Arguments, 


that can be offer'd to him. 
N C Bur 
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Bur that none of Us may fall into this dreadful 
State of Impenitence, let us, before we return to com- 
bat with the Temptations and Pleaſures of the World, 
and the additional Temptation of returning Health, fre- 
quently recollect and review the cool and diſpaſſionata 
Thoughts, which Sickneſs lately inſpir'd us with.“ 


LET us now conſider, how juſtly we then 
lamented our former Folly, in abuſing, to our own 
Miſery and Ruin, the Superfluities which Providence 


had intruſted us with for the Relief and Comfort of 


our indigent Brethren, Let us not forget, what 
earneſt Reſolutions we then formed of never again 
neglecting to conſole and relieve their diſpirited Minds 
and infirm Bodies, if it ſhould pleaſe Gop to grant us 


another Opportunity,

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Axp now that it has pleaſed him to be thus gra- 
cious to us, let not all thoſe pious Vows and holy Re- 
ſolutions melt away, like the Morning Dew, before the 
warm Beams of Pleaſure ; leaving behind them (which 
has hitherto perhaps been too often our Caſe) not a 
ſingle Trace or Impreſſion on our future Conduct. 


LET not eſpecially the humble, and, while Health 
enabled them, the laborious Poor, be left expoſed in 
Sickneſs, naked and defenceleſs, to the diſtreſsful Ri- 
gour of inclement Elements and Seaſons ; and ungrate- 
fully expoſed by Us, whom their honeſt Induſtry alone 
has fortify'd againſt their Severity, 


Wulcn Conſideration has in ſome Meaſure antici- 
pated the Third and Laſt, which I propoſed, viz. 


Tux Influence, which our Gratitude for reſtored 
Health ought to have upon our future Conduct, with 
Regard to our Fellow-Creatures, but more eſpecially in 
exciting our Compaſſion for our indigent and fick Bre- 
thren, For to theſe alone, the Time, the Place, and 
the unhappy Supplicants, who implore your preſent Com- 
paſſion and Bounty, muſt wholly contine our Attention, 


AnD what a Cloud of Witneſſes appear in Be- 
half of this local Charity, ſo wiſely eſtabliſh'd for their 
Relief ! 
| C2 Is 
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IN the firſt Place, Nature, or Providence, or (to 
fpeak more properly) God himſelf, had, for Ages, by 
the peculiar Bleffing of theſe copious and falutary Springs, 


mark d out this Spot for a Betheſda, or Houſe of 
Mercy, to the diſtemper'd Poor. 


HEAaven had long done its Part fully and perfectly; 
but yet in vain for the Poor; while the Rich, thoſe 
faithleſs or careleſs Stewards of its Bounty, ſtill conti- 
nued, either totally to neglect, or precariouſſy and un- 
certainly to perform Theirs. 


Long had the Angel of Nature conſtantly refided 
here, and not, at certain Seaſons only, deſcended to 
prepare the Pool, as once at Betheſda : Yet ſtill, I fay, 
in vain for the Poor; 'till the Angel or Spirit of Cha- 
rity alſo deſcended to move the Hearts of ſome among 
us, with a juſt, generous, and wiſe Compaſſion for the 
numerous diſtreſsful Inconveniences, here ſuffer'd by 


their needy and ſick Brethren. 


Tu v had ſeen with tender Concern many of theſe 
unhappy Objects, after having deſpair'd of all Relief at 
Home, and every other Place, that Charity had eſtabliſh'd 
for their Aſſiſtance, and, with incredible Pain and Dith- 
culty, arrived at the very Brink of what they fondly 
hoped would again reſtore them to their greateſt Hap- 
pineſs on Earth; they had often ſeen them, from * 


| 
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fole Want of that neceſſary Shelter, Care, and Atten- 
dance, which theſe Caſes more particularly require, meet 
their Ruin here, where alone they expected their Relief, 


Trey ſaw, and, (as far as in them lay) by raiſing 
a general commodious Receptacle for the indigent and 
defenceleſs Sick, removed theſe Difficulties and Daun 
gers; and Heaven, by many wonderful Bleflings on 
the Objects of their pious Care, has approved their Eu- 
deavours. Or 


Non is there any Objection againſt this noble and 
neceſſary Charity, but what it behoves you, who arc 
able, to endeavour to remove: Its only Imperfection 
is, that tho' all other Conveniencies are well provided 
for them, yet the Fund for their Support is till in- 
ſufficient for the Numbers of thoſe, who want and con- 
tinually ſollicit an Admiſſion into it. Sad Admiſſion, 


when granted, if compar'd with the State of Us, their 


happier, tho' perhaps not more deſerving Brethren ! But 


how dreadful their Condition if refuſed ! And how un- 


pardonable our Guilt, (if we are able to grant their Re- 
queſt) in refuſing it | 


THEREFORE, before we ſhut the Doors of Mercy 
againſt theſe humble Petitioners, let us conſider, who 
they are that deſire Admittance.— Is it not the faith- 
ful Servant, the painful Labourer, the diligent Artificer, 

| or 
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or the gallant Soldier; thoſe, who have attended our 
Pleaſures in Health, and our Diſtreſſes in Sickneſs ; have 
cultivated our Lands, augmented our Commerce, or 


bravely defended the Rights, the Liberties, the Religion 
of our Country ? 


Bur if theſe Qualifications of Theirs, and the Mo- 
tives of Juſtice and Gratitude reſulting from them, ſhould 
prove too weak to engage our Compaſſion, let us con- 
ſider a little, at what Time we refuſe it. 


Wr are aſſured by the infallible Oracles of Divine 
Truth, that Charity ſhall cover a Multidude of Sins, 
Peter iv. 8—Now if ever there was a ſinful Peo- 
ple, who, from their ungrateful Abuſe of national Bleſ- 
ſings, ſtood in Need of this Shield to interpoſe be- 
tween them and the Divine Wrath, it is this degene- 
rate Nation; if ever there was a Time to put on this, 
and the whole Armour of Righteouſneſs, it is now. 


I musT alſo add, that if ever there was a Charity 
calculated for general and national Uſe, it is This: 
Which, by wiſely and properly applying and extend- 
ing the peculiar local Bleſſing of theſe ſalutary Springs 
to thoſe, whoſe Caſes admit of no other Relief elſe- 
where, ſupplies the Wants, and perfects the Deſign of 
every other Hoſpital for the Sick ; which this Age, not 
undiſtinguiſh'd by Charity, how — _ 
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other Reſpects, has been ſtudious to provide for them, 
in almoſt every other Part of theſe Kingdoms. For 
here, and here alone, in a ſtrict and literal Senſe, are 
gather'd together the Outcaſts of Iſrael, Pſalm 147. 2. 
An Argument, which ſhould particularly recommend 
this Charity to the Approbation of ſuch among you, 
as have favour'd the County-Hoſpitals with your Pro- 
tection and Bounty. 


For theſe therefore, and many other Reaſons, which 
the Time will not permit me to add, let all of us 


contribute chearfully our beſt immediate Endeavours to 


ſupport and improve this moſt excellent and compre- 
henſive Charity.—-Let thoſe, who would truly enjoy

In this they ſucceeded ; and the Par- 
liament, by an Act, immediately ſecured to them theſe 
ted them, by the Name of The 
Preſident and Governors of the General Hoſpital or Infir- 
mary at Bath, nominating as the firſt Governors, Eighty- 
four Perſons, many of Whoa are of the firſt Quality and 


Diſtinction, and others the moſt conſiderable Benefactors 
to this Charity ; and giving a Power to the then incor- 


porated Governors, to fill up the Vacancies happening on 
the Deceaſe of any of their Members; and likewiſe a 
Power to any Perſon to become a Governor, by giving 
a Donation of 40 Pounds or upwards, to the Uſe of the 
Infirmary : By which Means the Governors will always 
be Perſons of Note and Property, and always an increaf- 
ing Body: The greateſt poſſible Securities againſt any 
Fraud or Miſmanagement, too frequently with Juſtice 
complained of, in thoſe who execute Truſts of this Na- 
ture, Out of theſe Governors, by Appointment in the

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hitherto always fallen on thoſe: who are moſt Hkely to at- 
tend, by their being reſident in or near the City of Bath. 
Tux narrow Compaſs to which this Peper is confined, 
forbids us to inſert an Account of all the '1 r.inſuctions of 
the- Corporation, ſince its firſt Eltabliſhumnt: But we 
think it necellary to mention a few Particulars, winch we 
carneſtly deſire the Publick to take Notice of.
